State . Needs .449,500 .Bushels .For 
Spring Planting. .Investigators 
Find Only. 14,560 Bushels 


Hast Lansing, Mich., Nov. 10-——Th'e 
special corps of the state’s leading 
corn, growers and county agricultural 
agents, which for the past two months 
been conducting a seed corn suryey 
of the state for the Michigan Agicul- 
tural college, has reported that its 
search thus far has located but 14, 
560 bu: hels-or barely enough to plant 
a sings ecounty. - The state, 
as great an acreage as was 
this year, must have at least 
bushels by next spring. 

In the course of their seed corn 
hunt, the “scouts” visited every corn 
growing county in the state and got 
into direct. touch with the farmers 
themselves. Such as possessed corn 
Suitable. for seed were listed. ‘The 
corn so held totalled just 14,560 bush- 
éls, the quantity reported.

Washington, Nov. 10.—The 
gering official hope that Krenesky 
could re-establish the old provisional 


government was badly shocked today yn 


by reports that the radicals control 
Moscow. 


But Russian embassy officials still 


refuse to believe Maximalist Bolshe-: 


viki movement will succeed. Its 
temporary rise to power will mean 
bloodshed ani counter-revolutions, 
they declared.’ A political policy 
built upon theoretical and Utopian 
principles in the midst of this war 
cannot permanently endure, accord- 
ing to the embassy. 


The collapse of Russia, for which 
Italy already has paid a dear price, 
turned official minds in Washington 
to a multitude of international prob- 
lems. There were such questions as 
whether Russia should be allowed 
representation in the coming inter- 
Allied conference and whether Am- 
erican loans and supplies should con- 
tinue to go to Russia’s aid. 

Final decision will be withheld un- 
til official news is received from Am- 
ican diplomats abroad. 

Russia’s right to settle her. Intec 
problems in her own way is not de- 
nied by this government. If the peo- 
ple support the Bolsheviki according 
to President Wilson’s own democratic
